The ice in the cavern is not as 
thick as on the outer river and the 
boys broke through and were drown- 
ed. Wilmer Esler. 10, who witnessed 
the drowning aided in recovery of 
the bodies. The vatcr in. the Blue 
Hole is twenty to thirty feet deep 
and each year in summer or winter 
it has taken its toll of lives.

MAY ISSUE PERMITS 


FOR MAKING LIQUOR 


Bill Authorizes Secretary of 


Treasury to Allow Manu- 
facture as Medicine 


Washington, D. C.—OP)—A bill to 


authorize the secretary of the treas- 
ury to issue permits to private com- 
panies for the manufacture of medi- 
cinal liquor was reported unanimous- 
ly, Monday by the ways and means 
committee. 


Representative Hawley of Oregon, 


chairman of the sub-committee that 
drafted the measure, said that it was 
the plan to give permits to existing 
plants. One class of permits would 
provide for the manufacture of bour- 
bon and the other rye. Permits may 
be good for 10 years, and would be 
renewable but could be revoked for 
violations of the law. 


The treasury would prescribe 
the 


formulas to be used by the permittees 
who would be allowed a "reasonable 
profit." 


The measure was approved as a 


substitute 
for 
tho 
administration 


medicinal whisky plan submitted by 
Assistant Secretary Andrews. Under 
tho Hawley bill existing stocks of 
whisky would bo concentrated in not 
more than six warehouses. Importa- 
tion of whisky would be permitted if 
existing stocks should prove insuffi- 
cient to meet the demand. 


DR, PERCYS, GRANT, 


UBERAL MINISTER, 


DIES INNEW YORK 


Episcopal Pastor's V i e w s 


Frequently Clashed With 
Those of Church Heads 


Mount Kisco, N. Y.— (XP)— The Rev. 


Dr. Percy Stickney Grant, liberal Pro- 
testant 
Espiscopal minister 
whose 


views 
on the divinity of Christ, di- 


vorce and many other questions fre- 
quently caused controversies, died in a 
hospital Sunday. 


He was 66 years old. Last Tuesday 


he was operated on for appendicitis. 
He rallied but was weakened by urem- 
ic poisoning. Ill health had brought 
about his retirement in June, 1924, as 
rector of the Church of the Ascension. 


Dr. Grant was unmarried. His en- 


gagement to Mrs. Rita De Acosta Ly- 
dig,; twice divorced, was announced in 
'AHfgust, 1921>"but was broken in^May, 
1924, when "Bishop Manning of "llm 
New York diocese, forbade any min-' 
ister in-'his territory to marry 
the 


couple. The Episcopalian laws forbid 
remarriage of divorced persons except 
in special cases. 
• Dr. Grant gained prominent notice 
by attacking these church laws in 
1901. In 1915 he criticized Dr. Man- 
ning. then rector of Trinity church for 
favoring stricter regulation of remar- 
riage of divorced persons. 


In 1923. Dr. Grant clashed with Bish- 


op Manning on the question ot the di- 
vinity of Christ. Dr. Grant had said 
he did not believe Christ 
possessed 


equal powers with God. He also said 
he felt consecration of churches was a 
custom passed dov.v from witch craft 
days and that the clergy was "a sup- 
pressed, 
chained profession, whose 


members speak their minds outside the 
pulpit and not in it." 


Dr. Grant, born in Boston and edu- 


cated at Harvard, came to the Church 
of the Acsension from 
Fall 
River, 


Mass., 30 years ago.

YOUTHJOTHER 


Cousins of McClintock Allege 


Undue Influence on 


Wealthy Youth 


Chicago —(XP)—Eight Iowa cousins 


of the late William McClintock. the 
youth known as "the millionaire orph- 
an," Monday in a suit filed in circuit 
court, charged that the will offered 
by William D. Shepherd, the youth's 
foster 
father, was not the will of 


the orphan, but was procured by un- 
due influence on the part of Shepherd, 
whom they 
also charged with 
the 


deaths of "Billy" McClintock and his 
mother, Mrs. Emma McClintock. 


The will contest long had been ex- 


pected. It was first indicated when 
Shepherd was indicted, charged with 
the murder of his foster son by ad- 
ministering typhoid germs to the 
young man. 
Shepherd, who was ac- 


quitted subsequently, was named as 
chief beneficiary in the will. 


The bill of complaint further charg- 


ed that Shepherd prevented the mar- 
riage of McClintock and his fiancee, 
Miss Isabel Pope. McClintock on his 
death bed was said to have wanted to 
have a bedside marriage and 
Miss 


Pope procured a marriage license, but 
no ceremony was held, due, it 
has 


been 
charged 
to 
interference 
by 


Shepherd. 


CHARGE STUDY OF GKRMS 


Tho bill 
charges that 
Shepherd 


made a study of bacteriology in 1924, 
conferring with 
various 
persons 


schooled in that science. He learned, 
it was alleged, 
how typhoid germs 


might be administered without detec- 
tion. This study was made, it was 
asserted,' "to procure the death 
of 


William -Xelson McClintock.;1, 
•.' "William " D, "Shepherd - thereafter 
caused to bq given or administered to 
the said -William ISTelso'n McClintock," 
the-bill said, "typhoid germs for the 
purpose of procuring the death ^ot 
said -William Nelson McClintock; that 
as a result of the typho'id germs so 
administered McClintock sickened and 
died." 


Referring to the death of the boy's 


mother, the plaintiffs 
charge Shep- 


herd with having made a special 
study in drugs and chemicals in 190S 
and while Shepherd and Mrs. Emma 
Catherine McClintock .were living in 
Bayview Texas. 
Shepherd "fed 
or 


caused to be fed and administered to 
the said 
Emma 
Catherine McClin- 


tock, various compounds and drugs 
containing mercury." 


As a result of this, the bill charged 


Mrs. McClintock died later in Chicago.

May Oust Farm Animals 


New York —(XP)— Experiments by 


Henry Ford in production of oat meal 
cookies, in an 
effort 
to eliminate 


cows, pigs, chickens and their pro- 
ducts from the farm, are described 
Monday in a copyrighted Detroit dis- 
patch to the New York American. 


'•The whole conception of the farm- 


er is wrong," says Ford, "lie is out 
of date I believe that eventually the 
needs now supplied by the cow the 
chicken, the hog will be made from 
other substances. Dietetics arc being 
studied by my scientists along this 
line. 
"Here let me show you," Mr. Ford 


said to Horace V. Wilkins, who ob- 
tained the interview while Mr. Ford 
was speeding westward in his special 
car. the Fair Lane Mr. Ford pressed 
a button, and a colored chef appear- 
ed."John" said Mr. Ford, "get me 
some of those crackers we received 
from the laboratory this morning." 


John, returned 
bearing 
a silver 


platter On which were a dozen gray- 
ish-colored crackers about two inches 
across and two-thirds 
of an 
inch 


thick. 


Mr. Ford took one and handed the 


correspondent one. The crackers were 
crisp and 'carried a taste of pecans 
and oatmeal. Mr. Ford then pulled a 
slip of paper from his pocket which 
named the ingredients of the cracker. 
It read: 


"Pastry, flour, pecans, germ wheat, 


oatmeal, olive oil water and baking 
powder." 


Ford views the

Causes Smaller Loss 


Madison—M»)—An increase in the 


total number of deaths for the year, 
but a marked decline in scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, typhoid fever and small 
pox mortality was reported by 
the 


state board of health. 


In comparison with the preceding 


year, the total number of deaths from 
all causes was slightly higher a, re- 
port from the board said, with 29,524 
death certificates 
already 
received. 


Approximately 200 certificates have 
not yet been included in xhc total, it 
was said. 
. Tuberculosis will undoubtedly show 
an increased toll when all reports are 
compiled, the report 
stated. 
The 


year's death rate was 10.C. 


"In typhoid fever," the report said, 


"the year 1926 presented a record of 
fewer deaths than in any year ex- 
cept 1924. The year's total was 42. In 
1910. by comparison, the typhoid mor- 
tality was 5oS. The change is attri- 
buted to intensive education and in- 
vestigation applie dto the control of 
this disease. 


ONE SMALLPOX DEATH 


"Smallpox fatality also was neglig- 


ible with only 350 cases and 
one 


'death reported last year. This is cre- 
dited to the general vaccination of the 
year before, when >mallgnant small- 
pox was rife in many sections and 
vaccination 
became a routine 
pro- 


cedure in most communities. 


"It is unfortunate," said the 
re- 


port, "that we must have a malignant 
type of smallpox with a considerable 
loss of life before vaccination is made 
a uniform practice." 


The state reported 5,751 cases of 


scarlet fever, 
mostly of the mild 


type, and 77 deaths from the disease 
last year. This was the smallest num- 
ber of such deaths in the history of 
the state. As a factor in this decline 
the report cited the use of the thera- 
peutic dose of scarlet fever antitoxin, 
which was 
frequently 
effective in 


clearing up cases without the usual 
complications. 


A new low level of diphtheria 


deaths also was reached with 154 
deaths. In reaching this result the 
use of toxin-antitoxin in immunizing 
children, especially in the 
school 


population, Is regarded as an impor- 
tant factor.

number in 1926 were: Cancer, 2,978; 
pneumonia, 2,357; violence, 2,055; tu- 
berculosis, 1,829; influenza, 9'87; en- 
teritis under 2 years, 424; whooping 
cough, 158; diphtheria, 154; measles, 
142; scarlet fever, 77; puerperal septic- 
emia, 55; typhoid fever, 42.

THE FARM RELIEF BILL 


The senate by a vote of 47 to 3° lias 


pas.-cd the McXary-llar.sren farm relict 
bill. It n«>\\- QOC< to the house, \\hich i? 
debating an identical measure. 
It \\a* 


known befoie the vote came that the sen- 
ate would apprcne the measure, and it is 
generally expected in Wa-hington that 
the hon<c \\ill do (he «ame. The bill is 
essentially the same a- that \vhich -was 
before congress at the la^t session. It de- 
clares that \\heat. corn, cotton, rice. 
swine and tobacco are the ba?ic 
farm 


products of the country and authorizes 
the appropriation of S250.000.000 as a fed- 
eral revolving fund to finance the farm- 
ers in exporting- or holding crops 
until 


they can obtain a "fur/ price." It provides 
for four percent loans to stabilize oth- 
er agricultural products not listed 
as 


basic, and for the levying of an equaliza- 
tion fee on farmers to meet the cost ot 
operating their cooperative organizations. 
"The theory of the bill is that by making 
it possible for the grower to withhold 
from the market surplus products, the 
domestic price will automatically rise to 
' the world price plus tariff. The surplus is 
cither to be marketed ..when the supply 
falls below the domestic demand, or ex- 
ported at the world price, losses to be ap- 
portioned among the producers. 


It is believed at Washington that if the 


house passes the bill. President Coolidge 
.will veto it. The president has not t.n- 
nounced what he will do. but his uncom- 
promising opposition to what he regards 
as a "price fixing" feature of the legisla- 
tion is taken to indicate that his -\icws 
have not changed and that a veto is prob- 
able. The vote in the senate shows that 
Ahe measure cannot be passed over a 
Veto so that, notwithstanding both houses 
are likely to pass it. the prospect of its 
becoming a law is not promising. 


There can be no doubt that the dispo- 


sition of the McXary-Haiigen scheme for 
farm relief is to have an important effect 
upon the presidential campaign next year, 
and particularly upon the nomination of 
.a 
candidate by the Republican party. 


Failure of the legislation will be an acute 
disappointment to the midwest. At this 
time it seems certain it will result in a 
widespread farm movement to run former 
Governor Lowden of Illinois. Under such 
circumstances, Mr. Lowden undoubtedly 
would be a formidable opponent to Mr. 
Coolidge, should he aspire 
to another 


term. 


The McXary-lIaugcr. bill may be. as is 


asserted by its opponents, economically 
unsound. It is frankly an experiment, but 
it has been brought forward at a time 
when the agricultural 
interests of the 


country arc suffering and arc in need of 
relief, and when no other method is pru- 
-posed that has the confidence of the farm- 
ers or that can enlist general congression- 
al support. 
\Ve think the agricultural 


problem is serious and 
should be done toward its solution. 
country cannot remain permanently pros- 
perous with au unbalanced relation of 
farm profits to those of industry and 
labor. Indeed, much of agriculture has 
been and continues to be conducted with- 
'out profit. In the absence of something 
better, the McXary-Haugcn plan would 
seem to be worth tning out. If it is 
wrong and unbound it might be v. otth the 
cost of the -venture to find that out. and

Europe. The British government prompt- 
ly expressed its approval. Japan has given 
a cautious affirmative, while Italy is dis- 
creetly considering the 
suggestion, al- 


though reported to be fa\orable. 
In 


France the press generally is hostile.or 
caustic. The government it is understood 
will accept the proposal in principle, but 
is likely to attach reservations. 
French 


feeling against the United States 
over 


debt settlement has not abated. Their pol- 
iticians object to the United States act- 
ing, as they express, it. in the role of dis- 
armament dictator. They profess to be- 
lieve that the League of Xations should 
decide this question without the leader- 
ship or under the pressure of this coun- 
try. France's real purpose is to be accord- 
ed a higher naval ratio than Italy, and to 
escape restriction of her submarine - ex- 
pansion program. 


Each 
of the European powers 
has 


special pleas to argue, France's position 
as we have outlined. Italy, wants to- be 
kept at naval equality with France, and 
England would like authority for larger 
cruiser squadrons, because of 
her far-v 


flung empire. Each hopes in a .sense ''to 
have its special needs recognized, and if 
possible to gain something at the expense 
of the other. Because of the opportunities 
for ''trading.'' France and Italy may feel 
they stand to gain 
more in a purely 


League of Xations conference than in a 
conference called and dominated by the 
United States. 


President Coolidge's proposal cannot, 


qf course, be separated from the League 
of Xations movement for a general dis-

and would be held to lines of principle 
rather than expediency. England, Japan 
and the United States, with the most at 
stake, will be the first to agree to any pro- 
cedure. 
France and Italy are the uncer- 


tain factors. 


The president has forced the issue of 


further naval disarmament sooner than 
Europe and Japan would have preferred, 
but it may as well be met now as anv 
time. Logically it should be combined 
with general disarmament, and consider- 
ed under League direction. 
With the 


United States as a member of the League

the whole matter would be simplified <rnd 
its prestige would undoubtedly be quite 
as powerful as in a separate gathering. 
However it is brought about, both

and naval disarmament must progress. It 
is indispensable to the economic relief of 
the world and a« a foundation on v. hicli 
to lay a stable peace structure.

To do that kind of 
thing well is tremendously difficult 
but when it is done well it is twice 
as effective as direct satire. 
. To achieve indirect satire in "Max 
Ilavelaar" Dekker a special kind of 
machinery for his story that is rather 
artificial on the face of it but some- 
how it seems to justify itself. He set 
out to hold up to scorn, the mater- 
ialist business class so he invented 
a character who combined m his per- 
son all the most hateful characterist- 
ics of that class, a, Dutch middlcclass' 
coffee broker named Batavus Dry- 
stubble. The name itself is very ob- 
viously satirical. 


But he does not describe Drystubble 


and then say to his reader, "Sec 
what a.hateful person 
he and all 


others like him are." lie makes Dry- 
stubble tell the story and Drystubble 
is very greatly impressed with his 
own superiority and the superiority 
of all persons like 
himself.- Every 


word ho writes is in praise Of the 
people his author wishes to hold up 
to scorn. He employs a. young Ger- 
man to write a book for him, prom- i 
ising not to change a word, and that j 
book, the .story of the oppVessloii of 
the natives of Java, where the coffee 
comes fiom, by the Dutch overlords, 
savage attack on the "kind of coffee 
brokers and all othtr persons of that 
type represented by Drystubble. 


gretting that he has signed a con- 
tract not to change a word of the 
book, inserts a chapter of his own. to 
take away the effect of tho story and 
to assure his readers that the whole 
thing is a pack of lies, that he him- 
self and people like him ara the sa'.t 
of the earth and that the discontented 
people, like Max 
Ilavelaar 
of the 


story, are only trouble makers who 
interfere with the dividends of sub- 
stantial business people. 


Ton can see that the plan of the 


book is highly artificial and one that 
is full of pitfalls. And it must be ad- 
mitted that what the author intends 
to do docs not always come off. The 
effect of it is that of a chaotic mass 
of material 
that is 
not 
skilfully 


blended. lacking the unity that we 
expect in a novel. 


But Dekker was more interested in 


castigating the Dr\stubbles of this 
world than he was in achieving unity 
of effect. He had a bitter hatred for 
the coffee 
brokers of 
society, by 


which he meant practically all of the 
middle class of the Itoltnmlei.s ot his 
day and by implication of all the 
world. To make the world understand 
what the dividends of those coffee 
brokers were based on, tho human 
sufferings 
of 
people 
better 
than 


themselves on the other side of the 
world, and then to make one ot those 
coffee brokers tell the story against 
himself while under tho impression 
that he is exalting himself and his 
class was a scheme worthy of the 
best powers of any s'atirist. 


"Max Harvclaar" is one of those 


books that are much more important 
in reality than they seem at the lirsl 
reading. Moreover the story 
within 


the story is shot through with a 
senlimentalism that is distasteful to 
the prcscntday reader. But the total 
effect of the book is impressive and 
it grows as the story recedes. It prob- 
ably has a right to be classed among 
the world's relatively few primary 
works of fiction.

school. Tho article is headed "Evolu. 
tion of M. U. Sports" with tho sub- 
head. "Create Ticket Sales Director." 


Lowe graduated from Appleton high 


school in 1921 and was a member of 
the football and track squads beside 
playing 
interclass 
basketball, lie 


worked his way up at 
Marquettc, 


starting as assistant basketball man- 
ager the year Marquette-bcat Wis- 
consin, then advancing 
to manager 


with Lloyd Weyenbcrg of Appleton as 
his assistant. Finally when the new 
position was created he was ready to 
step m as Marqitette's first ticket 
sales director and he has made great 
progress in his chosen work since 
starting on the job. The story fol- 
lows:

"Maybe it was the "savoir faire" 


of tho theater ticket seller at Apple- 
ton that prompted the vague ambition 
ot Stanley Lowe to be the world's 
biggest and best ticket seller, but at 
any rate he undoubtedly is making 
strides toward his goal with the posi- 
tion of Director of Ticket Sales at 
Marquette. 


"The history of the job of director 


of ticket sales starts with LOW-P him- 
self. He is the first to hold the job. 
In the past, managers of the various 
sports took care of the tickets, equip- 
ment, and in the early history of Mar- 
quette even arranged the games for 
their particular sport. 


"When Stanley Lowe came from Ap- 


pleton he was enrolled ' in Business 
Administration. 
Nothing out of the 


ordinary happened to Stanley his first 
year, but in his Sophomore term he 
was given the job of assistant basket- 
ball manager; then he advanced each 
year until he was given the job of 
director of ticket sales. Incidentally, 
lie has been on the Union boaid. the 
first Intramural board, and was elect- 
ed as student representative for tho 
athletic board during hie Senior year 
in the College of Business Administra- 
tion. He is now a junior in the Law 
school. 


"Handling the sale of tickets is no 


joke, says Stanley. 
When you take 


care of 20,00 Otickets valued at more 
than ?35,000 and you arc responsible 
for e\ery. dollar, there is no time for 
joking. 


"The cost of the tickets themselves 


tluring the football season run over 
?400. 
Lowe figured out the system 


now used at the stadium under which 
plan the tickets are lettered and num- 
sered. 


"The amount of tickets printed for 


each game vanes with the importance 


of the contest, according to Lowe. If 
the visiting team will draw well, th«j 
number and position of the tlckt*'! 
used will vary proportionally. 
The 


Kansas Aggie game last fall was sup- 
posed to be a good drawing card, ,he 
said, which it was. and tickets were 
printed for a 'sell-out,' or in other 
words a ticket was mado for each 
seat in the .stadium. 
In the Xorth 


Dakota game, only three sections be- 
sides the students' section were pre- 
pared. 


"After the tickets are printed, they 


must be checked and counted 
and 


then 
distributed. 
Preparations 
for 


each game arc made several weeks 
in advance, so that if any mistakes 
occur they can be remedied and no 
trouble will occur at the stadium, said 
Lowe. 


"On days of big contests, the Job 


takes from 10 to 12 hours and all 
of them are active hours. Naturally 
tho amount of the season's work is' 
determined by the number of homo' 
games. 


"Tho" Engineers are official ushers' 


and help in other ways the day of the 
game. (Lowo has no regular assist- 
ants, but all of his part-time helpers 
are students who help in the checking 
counting and distributing). 


"The football season is the busiest 


time of the year for the ticket seller 
but basketball and track seasons also 
have their busy days. Approximately 
1.000 
tickets are reserved for outside 


crowds m basketball, the. rest being, 
rcser\ed for the students. 


"Each year, too, the track season is 


calling for more tickets, the Mar-
